The D aw es-M eN ary-H augen farm re ­ 
lief hill was defeated in tile senate 
today. 
The m easure was opposed by ad­ 
m inistration and eastern senators. 
It had already been defeated 
by 
the house. 
Defeat of the m easure paved the 
w ay for consideration of ad m in istra­ 
tion bills. 
The vote was: against 44, for 39. 
The senate defeated the Robinson 
su b stitu te bill which would have ap­ 
propriated $200,000,000 in loans for 
the farm ers. 
T w en ty -th ree republicans and lf* 
dem ocrats voted for passage of the 
bill. 
T w enty-four dem ocrats and 
21 republicans voted 
ag ain st 
the 
bill. 


W ashington, Ju n e 24.— F avorable 
action on the H augen bill w as in­ 
dicated today when th e senate be­ 
gan voting on am endm ents to the 
m easure. 
An am endm ent subm itted 
by Senator M cNary, Oregon, 
farm 
leader, assu rin g cotton producers of 
$75,000,000 of the equalization fund 
was adopted 50 to 43. 


W ashington, Ju n e 24. — Senator 
Reed, dem ocrat, Missouri, 
assailed 
Vice P resd en t Dawes and Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover in th e senate to­ 
day, in closing debate on th e Dawes- 
M cN ary-H augen farm bill. 
“ I hope th e Dawes plan over in 
E urope is not as 
ro tten 
as 
this 
(H a u g e n ) bill is,” Reed declared. ‘‘I 
have been told th e vice president 
has approved th e m easure.” 
R e fe rrin g to H erb ert Hoover, Reed 
declared “ No m ore dam hafile o r in­ 
fam ous o u trag e was ever perpetrated 
upon a free people” th a n H oover’s 
w ar-tim e reg u latio n s on farm prod­ 
ucts. 


W ashington, J u n e 24.— The long 
fight over farm relief reached a cli­ 
m ax today as the 
Dawes-M cNary- 
H augen bill, an entirely new legis­ 
lative plan, w hereby farm ers hope 
to m ark et th e ir surplus products at 
a profit, came before the senate for 
final action. 
T he bill, giving a federal farm 
board pow ers to buy and w ithhold 
su rp lu s production of cotton, corn, 
w h ea t and hogs from th e m arket, 
w hen th e su rplus th rea ten s to reduce 
prices below “ reasonable levels” was 
scheduled to come to a vote shortly 
afte r I P. M. 
F arm er-sen ato rs, sponsoring 
the 
m easure, 
and 
adm in istratio n 
and 
eastern 
senators 
from 
in d u strial 
states, opposing the bill, both claim ­ 
ed victory before the senate conven­ 
ed. 
T here w as the possibility th a t Vice 
P resid en t Dawes, who braved P re si­ 
den t Coolidge’s displeasure to sponsor 
th e H augen bill, will be compelled 
to cast th e deciding vote for the 
m easure. 
However, as the hour for th e vote 
neared th e farm bloc was threatened 
w ith th e loss of support from some 
so u th ern m em bers over an l i t h hour 
disagreem ent reg a rd in g th e effect of 
th e bill on cotton producers. 
The farm bloc battled

am endm ent for th e disposition 
of 
cotton yesterday, b u t failed to agree.

G ra d u a lly science is coming1 lo the aid of the much-worked 
train dispatcher. A long1 time ago T h e D ispatch mentioned thai 
radio would solve many of the difficulties of a dispatcher and 
would enable him to keep tab on a freight train and its operations. 
For instance, if the freight had trouble before it even got out of 
Brainerd and to the next station, a radio message would so in­ 
form the dispatcher and perm it him to send aid or to make al­ 
lowance for slower running time, lf a pill4 of freight had accumu­ 
lated at sortie station and necessitated a longer stay, the4 fact would 
be radioed in. 
There would be no more collisions, for one train 
may keep in touch with another and the old days of running on 
“smoke signals” when wire service broke down, would be done 
away with. 
Successful tests in the direction and operation of freight 
trains by radio telephony have been completed by the New York 
Central lines and a new era in freight train operation appears ut 
hand. As stated in an Associated Dress telegram from Chicago, 
tests were made between Elkhart and Pinola, Iud., on the New 
York Central line, with an engine and caboose, each specially 
equipped with radio phones operating on 115 meters, and using 
three tubes for transmitting and four for receiving. 
The sets 
were made by the Zenith Radio corporation of Chicago, and the 
tests were conducted under the auspices of the telephone and tele­ 
graph section of the American Railway association. 
Such reput­ 
able companies conducting the tests certainly gave them some 
standing and authority. 
Conversations from engine to caboose and vice versa were 
carried on for five hours during a severe electrical and rain storm 
and no interference from steel bridges, power lines or passing 
trains was detected, the report to E. C. Kennan, general super­ 
intendent of the telephone and telegraph department of the road, 
says. 
A test to determine the value of radio in a 100-car train was 
made when the engine, detached from the caboose, traveled four 
miles and continued conversations with the train crew. Antennas 
on special supports are used on the engine and caboose with a 
forty-watt oscillator, fifty-watt modulator and seven and one-half 
watts for speech amplification. 
The sets are small enough to 
make them of a portable type.
